In Australia, you hear the word 
‘football’ mentioned as often as you do in 
this country but, unfortunately, for we 
soccer fans, they are not referring to 
soccer, but to Australian rules football 
which has as fanatical a following as does 
our game in this country.

Soccer is expected to ‘emerge’ soon 
Although soccer is not the prime winter 
game at the moment, there are many 
people who believe that it will not be long 
before it emerges as such ‘Down Under’. 
This is partly because soccer is the 
principal winter ball game in most 
countries and also partly because of the 
influx into Australia of British and 
European emigrants who regard our 
brand of football as their major sport.

Australians look ahead with determination 
to the 1974 World Cup eliminators 


(ae players and six officials comprise the party which the Australian Soccer 
Federation has sent on the first world tour ever attempted by them. 

it was designed to foster relations with overseas Football Associations, as well as 
being the first step in preparation for the next World Cup elimination series. 

Israel’s success in gaining a draw with Italy in the World Cup finals in Mexico, 
provided the spur needed to send an Australian soccer team on such a tour. 


Were travel weary in vital match 
An own goal conceded by the travel- 
weary Australians in the first qualifying 
match in Tel Aviv provided the break 
needed for Israel to win 1—0. The return 
in Sydney was drawn 1-1. . 

So, the Australian Soccer Federation 
decided to send a young team on tour 
in the hope that the experience gained 
will be a crucial factor in reaching the 1974 
finals in Germany. 

Australia began to emerge from not so 
splendid isolation in 1965 when the 
national team figured in two draws with 
Chelsea. Then, followed 6-1 and 3-1 
defeats at the hands of North Korea. 


North Korea went on to shock the 
world , 

These were in the World Cup qualifiers 
in Cambodia, but North Korea went on to 
shock the world in the 1966 finals. 

From this point, the graph of Australia’s 
international record has taken a sharp rise. 
Johnny Warren's team won a big inter- 
national tournament in Saigon in 1967 
and returned from a tour of Asia with 
ten victories in a row. 

This was followed by a 3-1 success 
over Japan in Melbourne in 1968 and 
one by 1—0 over the Greek World Cup 
team a year later. 


Achieved another form upset 
A further form upset was achieved by 
Australia when they won a World Cup 
eliminator against Japan and South Korea 
in Seoul in 1969 and then went to 
Mozambique and beat Rhodesia. 
However, the strain of travelling around 
the world proved to be too much and they 
toppled at the last hurdle against Israel. 
This was no disgrace as Israel went to 
Mexico and figured in draws in their group 
with Italy and Sweden. 


Gained revenge over Israel recently 
Since then, on the present tour, Australia 
have gained revenge by scoring the only 


goal against Israel in Tel Aviv and that 
must have increased their determination 
to do well in the next World Cup. 

All the time, their soccer is becoming 
stronger and their international record 
since 1967 is a proud one, comprising 
17 wins, 7 draws and only 3 defeats. 


Modern brand of soccer played 
New coach, Zvonimir Rasic, can be relied 
upon to develop a team that will play a 
modern brand of soccer, coupled with the 
traditional Australian fighting spirit. 

Migrants have been going to Australia 
from all parts of the world and _ their 
influence can be seen in such players as 
Roger Romanowicz, Billy Vojtec, Manfred 
Schaefer and John Perin. 

Each arrived from Europe as small boys 
and think of themselves purely and simply 
as Australians.

GEORGE BLUES (NSW). Age 27. Won a gold 
medal as the outstanding player in NSW during 
1970. A splendid ball player, he is a reminder that 
orthodox wing play is far from dead. Played First 
Division in Scotland for Falkirk before having four 
seasons in South Africa with Durban City. Was 
rated as South Africa's top winger before coming to 
Australia midway through 1969 to play for Apia 
in Sydney. Jersey No 9. 


DAVID KEDDIE (NSW). Age 25. Having his first 
taste of international soccer. He came to Australia 
from Scotland midway through 1967 and has 
averaged just on a goal a match for Hakoah in 
Sydney club matches this season. Is particularly 
dangerous in the air. Jersey No 15. 


JOHN DOYLE (NSW). Age 24. Can play as a 
striking forward or occupy a mid-field role. A big, 
strong player who has the fire of his lrish ancestors. 
Was a surprise choice to play for Australia for the 
first time on the tour, but should improve as a 
result. Played for Adamstown Rosebuds before 
transferring to South Sydney this year. Jersey No 6 


MIKE DENTON (NSW). Age 24. A little chap 
who looks anything but a deadly punisher of 
defensive errors. Averaged just over a goal a 
match in two seasons since emigrating from 
England and scored New South Wales’s only 
goal in their two matches against Manchester City. 
Plays for St George. Jersey No 10. 
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Luton’s leading newsagents

The 19 players who have made the world 
tour such a success for the Australians 


Here are pen portraits of 19 players who are on the world tour with the Australian party. 


GOALKEEPERS 

JACK REILLY (Victoria). Age 26 and Vice 
Captain. Tali, dark haired, he is making the tour as 
Australia’s No 1 goalie for the first time. Played in 
Scotland for Hibernian before having a couple of 
seasons in America for Washington Whips. Went to 
Vietnam with the Australian team earlier in the year, 
but did not play in a match, Club is Juventus in 
Melbourne. Jersey No 1. 


ROGER ROMANOWICZ (South Australia). 
Age 23. Has fought his way back into favour with 
the Australian selectors after being discarded 
following the 1967 tour of Asia. As his name would 
indicate, he is of Russian descent and came to 
Australia as a baby. Can be spectacular but brave 
and safe. Plays for Polonia in Adelaide. Jersey No 22. 


DEFENDERS 

MANFRED SCHAEFER (NSW). Aged 27. A 
sturdily built player who is a tremendous tackler 
and a key man in defence. Has played for Australia 
on twenty-five occasions since winning his first cap 
on the 1967 tour of Asia. Born in Germany, but 
came to Australia as a boy of 10. One of the heroes 
in last year’s World Cup qualifying matches. Rarely 
has a poor game and is known to the other players 
as ‘The Robot’ because he is so consistent. Plays 
for St George Club (Sydney). Jersey No 2. 


DENNIS YAAGER (NSW). Age 23. Can play as a 
modern, all-purpose defender. An Australian-born 
player who spent two years in England as a 
teenager with Everton. A knee injury cost him a 
place in Australia’s World Cup team last year. Won 
his first international cap in the Vietnam tournament 
this year and proved intelligent in his positioning. 
Plays for Hakoah in Sydney. Jersey No 5. 


PETER WILSON (NSW). Age 23. Looks like a 
typical ‘surfie’ from one of the Australian beaches 
with his long, blond hair. Fast and tough as he 
breaks up opposing attacks in his role as a stopper. 
Was born in England and plays for the South Coast 
club in NSW. A member of the Australian team which 
won the Vietnam tournament. Jersey No 3. 


JOHN ROCHE (NSW). Aged 21. Australian born 
Has enjoyed a meteoric rise to wear Australia’s 
green and gold for the first time. Only a year ago, 
he was playing in the obscurity of Sydney's Second 
Division. Enormously quick, he is one of Australia’s 
hopes for the 1974 World Cup. Plays for Marconi, 
Sydney. Jersey No 14. 


COLLIN CURRAN (Northern NSW). Age 22. 
Full-back. Another young player who is representing 
Australia for the first time. At the age of 18 he hada 
year as an apprentice professional with Manchester 
United under the sponsorship of his present club, 
Adamstown Rosebuds, Newcastle (NSW). Was 
born in Australia. Makes up for his lack of size with 
plenty of courage. Jersey No 17. 


SANDY IRVINE (Victoria). Age 21. Can play as a 
full-back or stopper. A fiery player who never gives 
up fighting for the ball. Came from Scotland in 
1969 after playing junior football in Aberdeen and 
proved a big success when he went to Vietnam. 
Plays for Juventus club in Melbourne. Jersey No 4. 


HARRY WILLIAMS (NSW). Age 19. An Abori- 
ginal youngster who has quickly developed into 
an excellent prospect. Picked to play for his country 
after only six First Division matches for St George. 
He has speed and a flair for running up the field 
Proved a flop as a winger earlier in the year, but has 
never looked back since being switched to full-back 
Jersey No 18. 


MIDFIELD PLAYERS 

RAY RICHARDS (NSW). Age 27. Has enjoyed a 
new lease of life since dropping back from the 
forward line to fill an industrious role in the mid- 
field. Disappeared from the international scene 
after failing as a forward on the tour of Asia. Flayed 
for a while in Queensland after emigrating from 
England and now is with Marconi, Sydney. Jersey 
No 12.
